Fire Hose Is 
Used to Stop 
Tex, Sitdown 


By THE ASSOCIATED P&ESS 


Powerful streams of water from 


fire 'hoses churned into a group of 
several hundred young Texas Ne- 
gt-ocs. 


A thousand olhors chanting the 


Lord's 
Prayer paraded "through 


(he streets to Louisiana's 34-story 
state capitol at Baton Rouge for a 
protest assembly. 


Those were major developments 


Wednesday in the unfolding cam- 
paign of the Soulh's Negro youth 
to obtain service at lunch counters] 
traditionally reserved for whito' 
patfons. 


The fire hoses went inlo play at 


Marshall, a town of 30,000 in the 
East Texas oil and farming re- 
gion, to break up an assemblage 
at the courthouse square protest- 
ing lunch counter incidents which 
iiad brought arrests. 


The incidents started as Negroes 


iriccl for the third time in a week 
to patronize lunch counters. Po- 
lice made 55 arrests for unlawful 
assembly, then took into custody 
200 more who gat'hcred at the 
courthouse singing the "Star Span- 
gled Banner," "God Bless Amer- 
ica" and similar songs. 


The crowd re-formed faster than 


it could be thinned by arrests, at 
one time pressing forward to the 
courthouse1 steps 
only

warned by the district attorney. 
When officers started freeing those 
who had been taken inlo custody 
and they joined t'he crowd outside, 
firemen 
turned lose the hoses.

slaged their rally on the capitol 
grounds at Baton Rouge, the uni- 
versity announced the ousting of 
18 from its rolls. 


Dr. Martin L. Harvey, univer- 


sity dean, said the disciplinary 
action was taken for "violating 
university regulations, relating to 
insubordination, and conduct un- 
becoming lo Southern University 
students." 


The march on the capitol by the 


crowd singing "What a Friend We 
Have in Jesus" was to protest seg- 
regation practices which had re- 
sulted Monday in the jailing of 
several Negro students afler Lou- 
isiana's first sitciown at a white 
lunch counter.
